Ray  Mc‘Erhirt  end  a newcomer  Pat  Ross  paced 
the  victors,  the  former  hanging  out  a new 
high  game  of  234  and  taking  set  honors 
with  538  and  the  latter  blasting  out  a 
fine  518.  In  other  matches,  Capt.  Bark 
collected  510  to  lead  a revamptd  F&A  club 
to  a twin  win  over  Graphic  whose  Frank 
Jones  took  single  honors  with  his  224^532. 
Mehaffy  and  Dellinger  posted  last  games 
of  171  and  170  to  avert  a shutout  bv 
Co-op;  Bob  Stef  fey*  s 475  topped  the 
winners.

McClurg  boosted  his  average  for  Admin, 
with  211-558.  Personnel  bounced  back  to

461  providing  the  margin.  Eufinger  of  the 
losers  took  individual  match  honors  with 
his  508.  Graphic  couldn’t  stand  prosper- 
ity and  dropped  the  last  one  to  Uhlenhop  s 
186  single  and  Field  Accounting’s  723 
game.
